101 they kc-rp a SI)<-CIL-S of milfe 
kine, clear th-i ground, sow graiu, re:;j 
and gather into ham.-:. They aro socia 
insects, and in many respects aro esa.'ii 
pits in niiiiiaturo of man. Tbey havt 
their monarchs, j.-ride thoiuseives ou 
their aristocracy, and also indulge tc 
escess iu iutoxicatiny liquors. 


Auts are divided into threo classes- 


males, females (or queens) and neuters 
(workers). The two former are winged, 
and their solo duty iu life is to multiply 
their species. Immediately :;ftt.r pairing 
tho male auts die, and the queens, re- 
nouncing the pomps aud vanities of thi.- 
\vorld, henceforward devote themselves 
to the duties of maternity. To the lot 
of the neuters falls all the work, borut 
of them aro told a If to wait oa tht 
queens, whom they feed and caro fur 
with tho (jreatustatteution. Kach Iiatc'i 
of fjjj;s, as soon 
;LS they aro laid, aro 


carried away uud de;;osi;cd in the hatch- 
ing chambers open to the rays of tho 
snu. Tho workers iicrse the uiit bahieh 
when they appear, pnttinj' them iu tho 
warm upper ga!h.-rie.~ by day and re- 
moving them nt night- into thu suuyges! 
lower chambers. 


After several months' careful nursing 


and feeding, the larva passes into the 
pupa stage, <u>:! spins itself into a co- 
conn, from which it emerges a full 
grown ant. 
It is these cocoons that arc- 


sold as "ants' eggs;" tho real eggs are 
so miiinto that even the. auts themselves 
could not pick the:ii r:p in their ma. 
hies were not several fastened together 
by a natural guin. Queen ants, accord 
ing to Sir John Lubbock, live as lotifias 
teu years, while Dr. Drillinger states 
that worker ants live from four to sis 
years. 
The queen ants are treated with 


tho utmost reverence, and while the 
corpse of n worker aut is usually imine 
diately disposed of tho body of a queen 
is often preserved as Uuig as 18 mouths 
after its death. 


The aut has threo simple, and twr 


compound eyes, thu hitter consisting cf 
from 2SO to l.'-'OO lenses each, lu pass- 
ing, 
it may bo mentioned that thu ordi- 


nary house Hy b".s 4,000 lenses, the gad- 
fly 11,000 aud tbo dra«ou fly 20.00C 
Iciises to each eye. Physically, as well 
as intellectually, ants aro the giants o! 


that' l'!e »nsi-'cl; world; they can easily carrj 


even ten times their own weight. 


The aut houses are most marvelous 


examples of construction. Part of the 
nest is above tho ground aud part below 
it. These houses are often 40 stories iu 
height, and ure hcilt of stones, leaves, 
sticks and earth. The subterranean part 
is honeycombed iuto passages aud cells 
aud all the tunnels aud galleries run 
into oue common center—the public- 
hall of the aut colony. The government 
is a republic, and various colonies have 
been known to mass together for tho 
purpose of defense. A Swiss scientist 
has discovered a regular empire of auts, 
covering an urea of 
L'OU square yards, 


uud coutainiuK '200 colonies or republics 
witli a population of -10,000,000 ants. 


There arc mauy species of auta which 


are incapable of managing their owu 
nests or of rearing their young, and 
these in consequence impress into their 
service the workers of other species of 
auts uud leave all the rough work to 
their captives. Periodically the master 
ants get off on a slave, hunting expedi- 
tion. They Cud out the nest of a special 
aut whoso aid they need. They raid it 
and, overcoming its defenders, i-.nter atid 
bear off triorupbautly the pup*. These 
are carried to the masters' nest, where 
they ar« speedily hatched, and knowing 
no other home aud forced by instinct 
to work thoy toil industriously for their 
masters. So lazy and dependent upon 
their willing slaves do thu master ants 
become that wt length they are utiable 
to feed tbemselvos. 
Food has been 


placed before theso lords of tho ant cre- 
ation, and they would not even take the 
trouble to cut. Then some slavo nuts 
were introduced. They tidied up tho 
place and fed their masters. 


The auts have somo method of know- 


ing members of their owu tribe. If an 
ant is put iutonstranijb colony, it is in- 
stantly killed as an intruder, while if 
oue is taken from its homo aud restored 
to it after a long lapse of timo it. is im- 
mediately welcomed and recognized. 
Sir John Lubbock took 1:3 auts, (i from 
each of two difl'ereiit colonies, and made 
them drunk. Then they were all put 
back into ono of the colonies. Tho auts 
iuijpeeted them, carried away their com 
paiiiuus aud took euro of them until 
tiic.y rcoiivcrc-d, whilo tho 
foreigners 


were dropped into tho water. 
A large 


doad fly was put on tho table, and ono 
ant immediately went over and pulled 
at 
if, but found himself unable to 


uiova it,. 
Ho then went awny. mid 


speedily returned with threo conipan 
ions, aud by their uuitod cli'orts tlio lly 
Wa* carried a way.

But 
th«-re is none that attracts si. much at- 
tention as the little, titmouse flitting 
about the store at will. At night it 
perches ou a gas lixturo in the, window, 
and to that it cwmes back from its vari- 
ous excursions by day. 


Customers that come iu to bey birds 


and birdcages aud bird seed and oue 
thing and another never fail to notice 
the titmouse. They may not notice an- 
other bird there individually, hut their 
attention is suro to be. attracted by this 
one &j it darts about, free among so 
many captives, aud they are likely to 
smile at it, they are so pleased with it. 
And sometimes children, locking iu at 
thd windows cf the bird store, come in 
to tt-1! the clerk that cue of tho birds 
has got loose. 


When it has nothing else to do, the 


titmouse fits on its g::s pipe perch and 
perks its head this way and that arid 
looks about. Sometimes it whets its 
beak ou the gas pipe. Every now and 
then it dashes oil somewhere. If it 
wants a drink, it perches on the rim of 
a goldfish t-lobc—for house aquariums 
and stock lor them are suld hero as v>-ell 
as birds—no doubt to the great surprist! 
of the guldii::hes and certainly to that 
cf the human beholders, who vronder 
tb;xt if. doesn't full iu, it bus to bend 
over so far iu rc:;ch the wstt-r. But ic 
pets it, and when it has taken its fill it 
flashes back to its perch oa the pipo in 
the window. 
| 


Tho titmouse catches fpidera arid eth- 


er insects, aud it feeds iu the larger 
cages when it will. It goes in and out 
of them between the bars with perfect 
ease. It is u very littio bird, even •with 
its plumage in its natural form. 
Wita 


its leathers pressed against its sides it 
can get through a very narrow space— 
between the bars of a parrot's cage, for 
example—with ease. There are iu tbs 
window a number of parrots' cages ia a 
row. The titniousa almost flies through 
theso cages, stopping in each perhaps to 
eat of tho parrots' food, but they never 
molest it. Parrots that would bite at 
the finger of a man who should put bis 
baud near enough to the, outside of tbuir 
cage stand hack In fright 
or sheer 


amazement when the little tit:nouso 
dashes in and perches on their feed cup.
